VOLUNTARY STIPULATION OF SETTLEMENT AND ORDER OF TOJSMTjiSSAI 

The parties to this actiou, Food for the Hungry ("Plaintiff*) and Linda M. Springer, 
Director of the United States Office of Peisonnel Managanent, ( ^'OPM" or ''Defendant") 
(collectively, the "Parties"), hereby enter into the following Voluntary Stipulation of Settlement 
and Order of Dismissal ('^Stipulation"), In order to resolve the matters ii\ dispute in the above- 
styied action without further excuse or delay. Plaintiff and Defendant traconditibnaliy agree to 
the following terms: 

J. Plaintiffand Defendant enter into this Stipulation in order to make fiill and final 
settlemeiit of any and all matters that Plaintiff raised or could have raised in this action against 
the 0PM or any of its component offices, Plaintiff agrees to accept the terms set forth herein in 
full satisfaction and settlement of any and all claims, demands, rights and causes of action of aay 
nature based upon, arising firom, or related to Plaintiffs complaint against Defendant, including 
but not limited to any and all claims Plaiatiff asserted or could have asserted in theabove-styled 
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action, against the OPM or its oompoixent offices, based upon acts or events occurring up to the 
date this Stipuiation is filed with the Goiirt and releases all such claims, demands rights and 
causes of action. 

2. The Defendant shall place Food For th^ Hvmgry, Inc, on the National/Intemanonal list 
of charities for participation in the 2006 Combined Federal Campaign, in ftiU and final 
settlement of the above-sty led action. 

3. This Stipulatioii shall reptcsem the Ml and complete satisfaction of all Plaintiffs 
clahns arising &om the allegations set forth in the complaint filed in the above-styled action, 
including (but not limited to) all claims of violations of the Administraxive Procedures Act, and 
all claims for dan^ges or equitable relief. The settlement also includes, without limitation, full 
and complete satisfaction of all of Plmntiffs claims for costs, attorney ^s fces^ and interest or 
other compensation, 

4. Plaintiff agrees not to institute any other actions, charges, complaints, appeals or other 
proceedings against Defendant or any of Defendant's past or present employees, officers, agents 
or representatives concerning any matter related to the same cl^s or issues raised in the above- 
styled action of which it knew or could have known as of the dati on which this Stipulation is 
signed* 

5. Plaintiff agrees that in the event it applies for hational/intemational eligibility in any 
Combined Federal Campaign ("CFC") subsequent to 2006, Plaintiff will submit a timely and 
complete application to OPM, either directly or indirectly (such as through a federation), for 
such national listing to include any and all information legally required by 0PM for eligibility 
consideration. 
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6. Execution of this Stipulation of Settl^iieni: shall noft constitute a finding by the Court 
or an admission by the Defendant that Defendant, Defendant's agents^ servants, or etnployees 
violated any laws or regulations as alleged in the complaint^ or that there was any wrong&l 
conduct Vs^hatsoever, 

7. Food for the Hungry acknowledges that it was not advised by Christian Service 
Charities to provide the infoxmation outlined in its August 4, 2006 letter to the CFG as part of its 
initial application, nor w^ Food for the Hungry advised to provide said infomiation in response 
to CFC s May 4, 200S letter to Christian Service Charities initially denying Food for the 
Hungry's paiticipation in the 20O6 campaign. 

8. Execution of this Stipulation of Settlement iy Plaintiffs counsel and counsel for the 
Defendant shall constitute a dismissal of this action ^dtfa prejudice, pnrsuarit to Rule 41 (a)(l)(ii) 
of the Federal Rules of Civil Procedure, each party to bear its own costs and fees. 

9. The Parties agree that a facsimile of the signatures of counsel vs^ill be the same as the 
original. 

10. The Court shall retain jurisdiction to enforce the terms of this Stipulation and to 
conduct such fiirther proceedings and award relief as may be necessary to resolve Biiy bt^each of 
this Agreement by any of the Parties, 

1 1 . This Stipulation shall become effective upon the Coxtrf s entry of thi^ Stipulatioh and 
at that time shall be the final expression of the parties' voluntary, full, final, and complete 
settlement agreement. 

12. The Parties Understand that this Stipulation contains the entire agreement between 
Plaintiff and Defendant; that no promise or inducement has been made except as set forth herein; 
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and that no representations, oral or otherwise, between Plamdff and Defendant, or their 
respective counsel, not included herein shall be of any force and effect. 

IN WITNESS WHERJEOF, the Parties hereto, intending to be legally bomid, throng 
their respective counsel of record, have stipulated and agreed to the foregoing.
